EXCAVATING 

Excavating is measured by the cu. yd. 
containing 27 cu. ft. To obtain cubical con- 
tents of excavation, add 3' 0" to 4' 0" to 
length and width of basement for wall 
forms and working space. Figure excava- 
tion from natural grade to underside of 
basement floor, or cinder or slag floor fill. 
Example : basement, 30' 0" x 40' 0" x 9' O*', 
figure as 33' 0" x 43' 0" x 9' 6". 

STUDDING IN OUTSIDE WALLS and 
PARTITIONS 

When estimating studdings for walls and 
partitions in dwelling houses, always esti- 
mate them 12" on centers, then when set 
the usual distance (16" on centers), there 
will be enough for all necessary doubling 
around corners, window and door openings, 
and there will be none to spare. Always 
follow this rule.

SHIPLAPor DRESSED and MATCHED 
SHEATHING 

When estimating shiplap, or dressed and 
matched sheathing for dwellings, always 
figure solid surface, then deduct approxi- 
mately 10 sq. ft. for each door or window 
opening, and add 20% to take care of 
matching and waste in cutting. If sheath- 
ing is laid diagonally on walls or floors, add 
5% to the sum total as above estimated. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


Explanation of Chart on Opposite Page 

To ascertain the number of risers re- 
quired for a certain height, first approxi- 
mate the number of treads required, locate 
this number in the first horizontal column 
under the heading, ^^Numberof Treads or 
Risers,” follow down this column until you 
find the height of the stairway in question 
or nearest to it and follow this line to the 
left to the first perpendicular column under 
the heading, “Height or Width of Tread.” 
For example: If the height of your pro- 
posed stairway is 8' 9", and you figure you 
will require about fifteen risers, you will 
see by following down the fifteen col- 
umn to 8' 9", and then to the extreme left 
column, that the riser would be 7". If, in 
this case, you would prefer to use but 
fourteen risers, follow down the fourteen 
column to 8' 9", and then across to the 
extreme left column, and you will find that 
you can use fourteen 73^" risers. In figur- 
ing treads, the same method is used, except 
that you must use the run of the stairs 
instead of the rise, and the result will give 
you the width of treads required. 

ESTIMATING BRICKWORK 

Brick as made by different manufac- 
turers vary in size, and, of course, there is 
sure to be more or less variation in the 
actual quantities required for a certain job; 
the variations depending upon the size of 
the brick and the size of the mortar joints 
made in laying the brick. For the purpose 
of estimating, we will assume as near as we 
can the average size of brick as we find 
them on the market. For the common 
brick, we will assume it to measure 8 x 
4*^ x 2 Y 2 ^ and that the wall is to be laid up 
with a mortar joint. 

For this kind of wall, figure 6 brick to 
each square foot of wall for every 4" thick- 
ness of wall. Thus, for a wall 4" thick, fig- 
ure 6 brick per square foot; for an 8" to 9^ 
wall, figure 12 brick per square foot; for a 
12" to 13" wall, figure 18 brick per square 
foot; for a 16" to 17" wall, figure 24 brick 
per square foot, and so on, adding 6 brick 
for each 4" thickness of wall. 

To be accurate in the number of brick 
required, deduct the brick required for all 
openings. In small foundation work, where 
there are only a few small cellar-window 
openings, it is hardly worth while to deduct 
the openings, but for the main windows 
and doors in a brick building, it becomes 
necessary to deduct the brick for the open- 
ings; otherwise, the result would be far too 
many brick. 

BRICK FOOTINGS 

Brick footings, based on steps or offsets 
of 2", may be estimated by the lineal foot. 


as follows: for a 9" wall, 2-course footing 
10J4 brick; 13" wall, 3-course footing, 223^ 
brick; 18" wall, 4-course footing, 39 brick; 
22" wall, 5-course footing, 60 brick; 26" 
wall, 6-course footing, 85^ brick. 

PRESSED BRICK 

For a standard size of pressed brick, we 
will assume the following dimensions: 8 3^" 
X 4" X 23i", and the mortar joint to be 3<^". 
This will require 7 brick per square foot for 
every 4" thickness of wall. 

HYDRATED LIME MORTAR 

For mortar composed of 1 part hydrated 
lime and 2 parts sand, figure 63^ 50-pound 
sacks of hydrated lime and y cubic yards 
sand per 1000 brick. 

CEMENT MORTAR 
For 1 to 3 cement mortar, composed of 1 
part Portland cement and 3 parts sand, 
figure 5 sacks of cement and cubic yards 
of sand per 1000 brick, with a mortar 
joint. Approximately 2 3^ bags of cement 
and 3^ of a cubic yard of sand will be re- 
quired if laid with about 34^ joint. 

CEMENT and LIME MORTAR 

Figure 1 sack of Portland cement, Y 
barrel of lump lime, and cubic yards of 
sand per 1000 brick laid in the wall with a 
5^" mortar joint. 

ESTIMATING BRICK FOR 
CHIMNEYS 

Sizes given are inside of flue measure. 
8x8 flue, 24 brick per lineal foot 
8 X 12 flue, 28 brick per lineal foot 
12 X 12 flue, 32 brick per lineal foot 
12 X 16 flue, 36 brick per lineal foot 
16 X 16 flue, 40 brick per lineal foot 
8x8 double flue, 40 brick per lineal foot 
8x8 and 8 x 12, two flues, 44 brick per 
lineal foot 

8 X 12 double flue, 48 brick per lineal foot 
8 X 12 and 12 x 12, two flues, 52 to 56 
brick per lineal foot 

Chimney breasts for fireplaces and man- 
tels require 90 to 110 brick per lineal foot 
the height of the chimney breast. Where 
the chimney is reduced in size above the 
breast, figure according to the size and 
number of flues from there to the top as 
given above. These figures should enable 
ou to arrive very close as regards the num- 
er of brick required. In the above fig- 
ures, no allowance has been made for any 
waste brick and it would be proper to 
allow a small percentage for broken and 
wasted brick. If the brick are of good 
quality, 3% to 5% ought to cover all the 
waste in handling and laying.
